The democrats of Troup 
county will doubtless recall the bitterness of his invective, and they will 
also recall the interesting fact that Seab Wright then was the nominee of 
a convention in which NEGROES TOOK PART AS DELEGATES, and that 
his nomination had been ELOQUENTLY SECONDED by one of these 
NEGRO delegates.

The constitution of the state de- 


clares that the constitution of the 
United States is the SUPREME LAW 
in this state, and next in authority is 
the state constitution. 

When Hoke Smith became a lawyer 
he took an oath to support and defend 
both constitutions. If he should be 
elected governor he must take this 
oath: 

I do solemnly swear that I will faith- 
execute the office of governor of 
the state of Georgia, and will to the 
best of my ability preserve, protect and 
defena the constitution thereof AND 
THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA. 

That oath will bind him to preserve, 
protect and defend to the best of his 
ability a constitution that makes the 
negro a citizen and prohibits the state 
from denying or abridging his right to 
vote on account of his race or color. 

If he should become governor he 
will be bound to oppose to the best 
of his ability any movement, no mat- 
tbr what may be its: shape, that has 
for its object the denial of the right 
of the negro to vote because he is a 
negro. It matters not what may be 
the mode resorted to, if that be its 
object. In his attempt to accomplish 
that end he may say boldly: “I know 
I took that oath, but I won't keep it, 
and I will disfranchise the negro any- 
way,” or he may devise a scheme for 
dodging the constitution that he has 
sworn to preserve, protect and defend 
to the best of his ability. If he boldly 


avows his purpose, of course, that at |

Every thinking man must know that 
Mr. Smith is utterly powerless to dis- 
franchise the negro.
